November  Field  Trip 

The  November  Field  Trip  was  taken  to  Rodeo  Lagoon,  Marin  County, 
on  Sunday,  November  14,  1948.  The  members  and  guests  gathered  at  the 
north  approach  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  in  a body  drove  to  the  Military 
Reservation  and  through  the  tunnel.  At  the  west  end  of  the  tunnel  the  cars 
were  parked  and  the  trip  started. 

There  were  too  many  present  for  one  group  so  three  groups  were  formed 
and  under  very  competent  leaders  proceeded  down  the  valley.  One  group 
took  the  north  side  of  the  valley,  another  tcok  the  south  side  while  the  third 
covered  most  of  the  middle  of  the  valley.  The  three  main  groups  at  times  split 
into  smaller  groups  so  the  entire  valley  was  very  well  covered.  When  the 
lagoon  was  reached  the  groups  all  came  together  and  later  had  lunch  on  the 
beach  by  a drift-wood  fire. 

The  weather  was  fine  for  birding,  the  sky  being  overcast  most  of  the  time, 
no  fog,  and  cool  enough  not  to  get  overheated.  The  air  was  so  clear  that  the 
Farallone  Islands  could  be  seen  with  the  naked  eye.  After  lunch  the  sun  did 
shine  awhile  and  it  became  quite  warm. 

Due  to  the  many  groups  covering  the  ground  so  thoroughly  and  the  many 
kinds  of  habitat,  a large  number  of  birds  were  seen.  The  habitats  included  dry 
hillsides,  fresh  water  marshes,  small  runs  with  water,  willow  bordered  creek, 
open  meadows,  salt  marshes,  salt  water  lagoon  and  sandy  beach. 

The  highlight  of  the  trip  was  the  spotting  and  observation  on  the  lagoon  of 
a Pomarine  Jaeger.  As  there  were  only  large  birds  such  as  gulls  and  pelicans 
present  with  the  Jaeger  no  attacking  of  birds  by  the  Jaeger  was  seen. 

About  sixty  members  and  guests  were  present.
